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DEFLATION HITS THE COLLEGE 
Few American institu tions have been hit hard­ 
er by the depression than the edu cational sys­ 
tem. And their woes are not only those which 
arise from a shortage of ready cash; they come 
from a dawning realization that the American 
college or u niversity has, in too many cases, been 
off on the wrong track du ring the past decade. 
The depression has simply made this fact plain. 
The editor of “The Chakett,” the official organ 
of the Chi Phi fraternity, remarks that evidence 
of this is to be fou nd in the sadly deflated con­ 
dition of thou sands of college gradu ates today. 
Looking back at the past few years, he indicts a 
whole college generation, in words that are worth 
considering. 
Recalling the thou sands of you ng men who 
went to college with no particu lar desire to get 
an edu cation and won their degrees withou t 
ever really opening their eyes to the real prob­ 
lems of the day. he says: 
“I dou bt if a.more su perficially minded gen­ 
eration ever came of age. It is indeed not at all 
u nlikely that fu tu re historians will say that 
while the fou ndations of western society were 
breaking u p, the you ng men of American u niver­ 
sities were watching football games, going to tea 
dances and aping the manners of a corru pt plu ­ 
tocracy. 
“From ou t of these u niversities, in my time at 
least, came thou sands of bachelors of arts and 
sciences who neither knew or cared what arts 
and sciences are, whose solitary aim was to link 
u p with a bu siness enterprise in which a lot of 
money cou ld be qu ickly made. They brou ght 
nothing with them save manners, ‘personality’ 
and acqu isitive ambition.” 
These men, today, are in a sorry fix: and part 
of the responsibility, at least, mu st be laid on the 
u niversities. The u niversities, as this fraternity 
editor remarks, “displayed a greater zeal for 
plant and equ ipment than for learning, they 
paid coaches more than proles, ors, they bu ilt 
stadia instead of libraries, they 
s o u g h t endow­ 
ments rather than scholars . . . and made it very 
easy for you ng men to pass throu gh college, de­ 
gree in hand, bu t with minds that had never 
even been requ ired to think.” 
Ou t of the depression, let u s hope, there will 
come a tightening u p of the edu cational sys­ 
tem. a retu rn to first principles and a discarding 
of false ideals so that su ch a criticism as this 
can never be made again. 


T R A D E T R E A T I E S 
Here is another significant evidence of change 
in international attitu des toward bu siness. 
It 
was annou nced on Washington’s birthday that 
Premier Bennett of Canada was preparing to 
discu ss the negotiation of a reciprocal trade 
treaty at Washington. 
“Althou gh Canada has enacted high tariff bar­ 
riers,” said the dispatch, “there has been a grow­ 


ing demand throu ghou t the Dominion for better 
commercial relations with the United States. The 
Premier himself recognized this sentim ent in a 
speech to the Hou se of Commons last Monday, 
in which he spoke of the possibility of recip­ 
rocal agreements.” 
Su ch news is welcome to Americans. Canada 
was ou r best cu stomer u ntil the recent interna­ 
tional trade war began. She will always be ou r 
most natu ral and convenient cu stomer. Polit­ 
ically the two cou ntries are destined to remain 
separate. Economically they are a natu ral u nit 
which even the close and proper bond of Canada 
with Great Britain cannot divide. Lately both 
have erected u nnatu ral and su icidal trade bar­ 
riers against each other. Both are now coming 
to their senses. 
Canada really began all this foolishness back 
in 1911, when she tu rned down a reciprocal trade 
treaty proposed by President Taft. No resent­ 
ment will stand in the way if she now proposes 
one in retu rn. WTe are eager to regain ou r most 
profitable market and stop the emigration of ou r 
indu stries across the border. In fair exchange, 
we can well afford to bu y more from Canada 
than we are bu ying now. There will be no dan­ 
ger of ou r Canadian imports keeping the trade 
balance from ru nning heavily in ou r favor.

Clash in Mountains 


Peiping, March 1 (A*)—A dra­ 
matic Sino-Japanese clash in a 
snow-driven pass in central Je- 
hol was described in Chinese of­ 
ficial dispatches today from the 
battle area. 
Failing to force their way 
throu gh strongly held Chinese 
positions at Paishihtsu imcn, near 
Lincy u an, 1,000 Japanese were 
reported to have made a su dden 
sortie throu gh a small ravine. 
After toiling half-way u p the 
rocky slopes, the invaders were 
said to have spotted, throu gh 
falling snow, the figu res of a 
detachment of Chinese silhou et­ 
ted along the ridge.

The 
law prov ides that the ban ks may 
elect to pay the tax an d then 
collect from the depositors an d 
shareholders or they may fu rn ­ 
ish lists of the depositors an d 
shareholders to cou n ty tax in g 
officials in order that they can 
make the collection s. 
It is pro v ided, ho wev er, that 
bank sto ck will be ex empt until 
J anuary I because it was assessed 
as pro perty fo r tax es to be paid 
this y ear. They may take ad­ 
v antage o f the law J uly I tho ugh 
in the ev ent their fall pro perty 
tax es are cancelled. The rev enue 
fro m the seco nd also will be ap­ 
po rtio ned as is the pro perty tax . 
The third law takes in all o th­ 
er intangible pro perty and pro ­ 
v ides fo r a stamp tax at the rate 
o f fiv e cents per $20 o f actual 
v alue. These intangibles can no t 
be assigned, ex ecuted o r issued 
unless they bear the tax as ev i­ 
dence o f the pay ment o f the tax .
